STATE INSPECTOR RURAL
SCHOOLS GIVES HIS VIEWS

{ OF WORK L=

THE IMPROVEMENTS

Have Been in the Betterment
of Actual Schoolroom
Instruction.

A letter petting forth concluslons
a8 to the value of supervisors of rural
schoils In countles of this State, has-
ed upon investigations which have
been made. along that line, has been
recelved by Miss Muaggie M. Garling-
ton, county supervisor of rural
schools, from Prof. %.ueco Gunter,
State inspector of rural eclementary
schools.

The letter js interesting in that it
places an estimafe upon the work of
the school gupervisor, and should be
of interest to gehool patrons through-
out Anderson county, as this is one
of the countles of, the State In which
a supervigor Is.employed. The letter
recelved by Miss Garlington reads as
follows: ;

“For some time 1 ha\re had it on
my mind to write a letter to the su-
pervisors of schools in the several
counties. When I first took up this
work 1 found myself almost lost in
the immensity of it. My first endeav-
or was to find what might be done
and how the State supervisor might
crozeed. | During the past few months
I have visited several counties, have
been learning conditions, and have
been reaching @ome conclusiong ,as
to my work. I have hesitated to write
any general letters to supervisors
until I had had some opportunity to
view and study the fleld.

“The work of the county supervisor
was one that.I had had no opportuni-
ty of seeing and hgd no means of
measuri fts value. One of my

foremost wishes was to. see the ef-

fects of your work in ybur respec-
tive counties, I have not had oppor-
tunity to meet fersonally as yet all
the counties where supervisors haw
been employed, but I have visited sov-
eral counties wh re supervisors have
been at workK for”some time, and I
have visited ot.har counties where
there have been po supervisor. As a
result of this ryation I am pleas-
cd to say that the personnel of the
teaching force and the- spirit of the
teaching body in the counties where
there gre supervidors justifies beyond
meabure the work that you are doing.
I wish-it weta:possible for -every
county in thé e to have a super-
"I belleve that one
In every <county’” ‘would greatly
strengthen thé work that you are now
doing in the 13 caunties.

“To me the m striking work that
you have beéen to do has been
in the improvemeént of the actual
schéolroom instruction. My observa-
tlon this fall has 'c8 me tn feo!l that
the great need ol the country echool
teacher is to' kbfiw what to do and
how to do it ye seen evidence
of the fact whera county supervisors
have been at wotk that you are suc-
ceeding admirably in thus strength-
ening thy character of the teaching.
Thig is » phase of the work of every
teacher that the pablic at laige does
not readily see and appreciate, But it
i3 the one that the school official very
readlly detecis; aud'sfler all it is
the one tbat counts most for the
children in schocl and ro”ders the
grestest sorvice,.

“I wish to be of as much service
to the wuntﬁ at;lm pnll“d“ “Q
asible. I sha y depen
on Yyour suggds . and .advice. I
hope that we y helpful to each
other and that l'ol!.h me to some
extent the county supervisors may
be helpful to ong another. For thls
reason I should: he ‘pleased If the
county supervisors Would feel free to
use my office as/a ort: of clearing
house for information, . If you will be|
so kind as to send m‘upom of your |*
work, any plans of suggestions that|’
you duvlu for . .teachers or for
any uge whatever,in your county, 1
should be glad. i distribute thege |
